VAN  DSLIAil:  ICie  actions  we're  re'oortin.g  on  today  concern  nilk,-ice  cream,  'balzevj 
"oroducts,  and  rice,  .         .  ■ 

KADD3H1Y:     Starting  with  the  De-oartment  of  AgricnJ.ture  action  to  "bring  ahoiit 
economy  in  mill-:  ''larketing  on  a  nationa„l  scale,     i^u.th,  I  ho^oe  you're  ready  to  ex- 
r)lain  to  the  v/oiuen  who  buy  the  fa-nily  food  suo"ilies  Just  hovi  the  milk  order  affects 
them. 

VAN  DEIIAN;     I  an,  ""allace.     It  affects  them  directly  in  only  a.hout  three  ways. 
First:    Beginning  next  i.Ionday,   they  won't  he  :i'ole  to  hay  nilk  in  -oint  containers- -or 
in  any  size  of  container  smaller  than  one  qu^.rt.    You  see,  it  costs  nearly  as  .. 
much  to  handle  a  -^int  of  riilk  as  it  does  to  handle  a  quart.     "'e  doji't  have  the 
labor  and  the  s"oace  in  delivery  trucks  to  hoe-o  on  handling  small  containers,  .    -  ■ 

KADDEELY:    However,  j^ou  can  get  a  small  container  at  the  di-ug  store  coiinter  and 
the  restaurant.     You  don't  have  to  take  a  quart  tliere.  '    '  '  ' 

VAN  DEi/iAN:     That's  right.     But  t]iat  sort  of  "olace — where  jqu  buy  the  nillr  and' 
drink  it  on  the  s"-)Ot — that's  the  only.  Tolaco  you  can  "ovy  less  than  a  qnxirt, 

KADDEHLY:    All  riglit.     Now  the  second  '-/aj/  the  milk  order  affects  the  women  who  do 
the  sho-o"oing,  .  •  ■ 

VAN  ~Ei.IAN:     Well,-  this  is  minor,  but  when  they  bu^r  uill:  at  the  store,  they'll 
have  less  choice  between  dairies.     And  ojiother  thing:     there'll  be  no  more  con- 
signment selling.     No  returns^  from  hotels ,  restaurants,   store  or  any  -olace, 

KADLEEIY:     I  notice  the  order  says  dairies  may  load  milk  on  their  trucJ's  only  on 
advance  orders  or  standing  orders,     I  can  sec  that  :ioans  a  grocer  will  have  to  - 
order  in  advance,  but  vhat  about  no?    Su.-o^oose  I  -ov.t  out  a  note  saj^ing,  "Please 
leave  one  extra  quart  of  milk  this  mornin--." 

VAN  DEMiN:     T/oll,  I  suoioose  you  might  get  it  if  some  other  ciistoi.icr  aliead  of  you  on 
the  route,  left  a  note  saying,   "No  milk  mtil  further  notice."    But  the  millman 
won't  carry  extra  milk  along,   just  in  case  you  might  want  an  extra  nuxirt.  One 
other  way  .the  milk  order  affects  some  of  us — we'll  have  to  ^oay  a  de-oosit  on  the 
glass  bottles.  •  ■  • 
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KADEEPiY:     Oh  yes,  and  tho  i.vho lo sale  "buyers-  ^/ho  iDuy  nilk  in  cpjis  and  casos,  will 
have  to  "oaj  deposits  on  those  too.     But  you  hadji't  finished  ?.oout  the  Dottles. 

V-'i-iJ  DEILVF:     I  was  .just  'oing  to  s.ay  that  this  "Dart  of  the  order  "brings  no  cho^ngc, 
of  cou.rse,  for'  those  who  already  'tiay  deiDosits  on  "bottles.     But  in  many  "ol-aces  no  ^ 
de"oosit  has  been  required.      Ami  the  average  life  of  o.  milk  hottle  is  only  35  trins. 
It  'should  "be  imch  greater, 

ICiDESSLY:  I  might  add,  Ruth,  that  the  milk  m.arketing  -administrators  in  a,  number 
of  cities  will  work  out  further  economy  "olans  ado.iotcd  to  their  local  conditions. 

YAN  liEl.iilT:     So  I  understoJid,     But  the  things  v^e've  discussed  o:ovily  llation-v.-ide. 

KADHEBLY;     sight.     .Vnd  having  hit  the  high  s"oots  of  the  milk  order — officially 
known  as  Food  Distri'bution  Order  ITo.  11 — let's  go  "back  to  liFun'ber  8 — the  ice  crecjn 
order. 

VjiIJ  EiEl7L.'iiJ;    All  right.    Are  you  an  absolutely  average  jVmerican? 

KzYDDEELY :     I  guess  so,  but  what's  that  got  to  do  with  the  ice  cream  order? 

YAN  nEllAl:  If  you're  absolutely  average,  last  year  you  ate  more  than  5  gallons  of 
ice  cream.     But  this  year  you'll  get  a  gallon  less-or  about  what  you  had  in  1938. 

KADDEEIY :  '.Veil,  I  guess  I  can  manage  to  eke  out  an  existence  on  tno  gallons,  of 
ice  creaxi, 

YAN  UEJAAII:  I'm  sure  you  can.     And  by  giving  uvi  about  a  gallon  of  ice  cream  a"oiece, 

we'll  save  enough  rnilk  to  make  97  l/2  million  loounds  of  bu.tter.... 

EADLEHLY;    T,^iich  we  certainly  need.  .  ' 

YAIvT  DEi.LrlN:    ^ind  68  million  noujids  of  dry  skim,  mill:..,  ;  , 

KA.I)]2EE1Y:    "{hich  our  aniied  froces  and  allies  need, 

YAN  EELLiVK':     The  order  says  that  for  civilian  cons"um-otion ,  "orocessors  of  frozen 
dairy  foods  or  mix  may  use  not  more  than    65  percent  of  the  amount  of  milk  or  milk 
'oro ducts  they  used  in  the  naeriod  December  1,  1941  to  November  30,  1942.  ; 

ICVDDSHIY:     Soughly  35  percent  less  than  last  year..-.  TJell,   so  much  for  the  ice 
creojn  order.     Bu.t  while  we're  ta^lking  about  dairy  "oroducts.  . .  we '  re  coming  into  the 
season  when  "oroduction  of  canned  milk  -oicks  u."d,     7e  u.sually  roach  the  ^leelz  in  June. 
Cur  marketing  'oeople  say  the  seasonal  increase  should  relievo  the  tight  situation 
in 'canned  m.ilk  markets  and  give  wholesale  grocers  an  or)'oortuj.iity  to  build  \vg  their 
reserves.     Condensed  and  evaoorated  milk  will  not  be  included  in  the  initial  ration- 
ing of  canned  goods.    But  getting  on  with  official  actions.., 

VAN  DEIAVIJ:  He  still  haven't  covered  .Imendaent  No,  2  of  the  baking  industry  order, 
and  the  rice  order.  The  a,nend:ucnt  to  the  ba]i:ing  order  adds  several  bakery  products 
to  the  list  of  those  which  co.nnot  be  sold  by  balcers  to  retn.ilers  on  consignment. 
The  original  order  ao'olied  only  to  bread  pnd  rolls.  As  nmended,  it  ^orohibits  con- 
signment selling  of  all  bakoiy  "oroducts.  Also,  stores  as  well  as  bakeries  are  now 
"orohibited  from  slicing  broad  or  rolls  for  sale.  The  "no-slicing"  rule  is  mother 
instance  of  oconony  in  marketing. 


ILIDEEHLY;    Now  tho  rice  order.     This  directs  the  rice  hiillcrs  to  s-ct  aside  for 
mrclip.sG  "by  tho  Govemnient  60  -ocrcent  of  their  stoclsis  of  milled  rice  and  60  -oercont 
of  what  the3;-  continue  to  nill. 

VAIT  ISy-AN:     So  v/e'll  Tdo  s-arc  to  have  cnotL^h  to  send  to  the  Aniericnji  Island  terri- 
tories r^nd.  for  our  armed  forces.     You  Imow,  here  in  the  States,  the  average  "ocrson 
eats  less  than  6  -oouiids  of  rice  a  jop.t.     The  -oeox)le  of  Puerto  Rico  cat  128  povinds, 
pnd  the  ->eo-ole  of  Hanoi i  177  -oounds.    Thej  need  rice  from  our  record  cro"o. 

IQDIE3LY:    But  in  recent  we^ks,   the  trade  offered  less  rice  for  sale  to  the  Govern- 
ment.    Tlae  rice  order  should  uoke  it  nossihlc  for  the  Government  to  meet  the  press- 
ing needs  of  the  island  territories  rji<i  to  make  suo'Dlies  avo.ilaolc  to  the  United 
States  armed  forces. 

VAH  nSi'lVlI:-    loll,  Wallace,  that  just  ahcut  ivinds  up  this  round-uo,  doesn't  it? 

ILiDIESLY :     Just  one  more  "brief  item.    Secretary  7ickard  has  authorized  the  ex>- 
"oansion  of  our  "orocessing  capacity  for  ediole  soyhoan  incal.     He  says  he  hopes  this 
v/ill  noire  it  "oossi"ble  for  us  to  hegin  using  soyhepji  meal  ojid  grits  much  more  widely 
as  a  ^orotein  enriching  ingredient  for  sovero,l  foods. 

-"iNi'JOUl'JCZH:     Ee-Dorting  on  "Jood  in  the  News,"     you've  hoard  '.yallace  Kaddcrly  o.nd 
Eath  Van  Deman  of  tho  De-oarty,iont  of  Agriculture,     Now,   the  farm  ,and  Home  Eou.r  con- 
tinues. 
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
